11,000,000 of Jefferson Coins j 
Being Distributed to Banks < 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 UP).— , 
Secretary Morgenthau announced , 
today that the new Jefferson 
nickels would be available to the * 
public starting Tuesday. 1 

About 11,000,000 of the new five- l 
cent pieces are being shipped to the j 
Federal Reserve Banks and through , 
them to the commercial banks of ■ 
the country. t 

Replacing the 25-year-old Indian- * 
Buffalo design, the new nickels por- ] 
tray a profile of Thomas Jefferson, . 
third President and author of the 1 
Declaration of Independence on 1 
one side, and his Monticello home J 
on the other. : 


The Mint accepted Felix 
Schlag’s obverse, but wanted 
him to design a completely 
different reverse. 

The new nickel went into 
circulation Nov. 15, 1938. 

Schlag, who immigrated to 
the U.S. in 1929, is probably 
the only designer of a U.S. 
coin to have been awarded 
the Iron Cross. Fighting for 
Germany in World War I, 
Schlag was severely wounded, 
and spent much of the war 
recuperating. 

His son, a Nazi soldier in 
World War II, died on the 
Eastern Front toward the end 
of the war.
